JOHNS HOPKINS 


Physicians Fighting Diphtheria 
at Baitimore Hospital.

Baltimore, Feb. 25.—An ep idemic of 
dip htheria 
¡8 
being fought by the 
p hysicians within 
the walls of the 
Johm, Hop kins hosp ital. 
There arc thirty cases of the malig­ 
nant malady and these ill include doc­ 
tors, nurses, students of the medical 
school and p atient« . 
The 
op erating rooms 
have 
been 
closed, scores of p atients have been 
removed to other hosp itals or their 
homes, if residents of Baltimore, and 
the great hosp ital, with its blocks of 
buildings, is p ractically quarantined. 
All p atierts, extep ting those critically 
HI, are being removed Two p hysicians 
and six nurses ere among the ill. 
The rap id sp read of the contagion 
has caused great alarm among nurses 
and students. 
One ward has been iso 
lated for the afflicted ones. 
It is be­ 
llow'd ihat there were several hundred 
p atients in the hosp ital when the dis­ 
ease brok«* out. There are from 150 to 
200 nurses, including those in 
the 
school for i urses. 
That so malignant a disease should 
have made such headway in so p er­ 
fectly equip p ed a hosp ital as the Johns 
Hop kh s, with its rep uted safe sanitary 
method'-, 
has 
caused 
surp rise 
and 
com me nt. 
Dr. Rup ert Norton, acting sup erin­ 
tendent, said: 
"I t a n ’t quit exp lain 
how the disease was first brought to 
the hosp ital, but it is my p ersonal 
op inion that it was brought in by one 
from outside and I do not believe that 
it sp read through careless handling 
of the p aMen’s confined in the hos­ 
p ital. 
‘•There are sewral ways in which 
th e d i s e a s e mirht have been intro­ 
duced into the hosp ital. 
It might 
have been brought in by some stu­ 
d e n t or it might have been brought in 
by one of the doctors.” 
Tr lighting the disease the hosp ital 
has adop ted the antitoxin method. 
There bulletins have been p osted in 
the hosp ital buildings, which indicate 
the gravity « if the situation: 
“ Fntil turther notice no rounds of 
the p ublic wards will be made 
“All students must keep off the p ub­ 
lic ward." end out of the op erating 
room.”
